Illness, Responsibility, and Intervention 


recent article (Amer. Psychologist, 1961, 16, 
69-74), Ausubel has questioned Szasz’ position that 
mental illness disease process only virtue its 
having been labeled. While Szasz’ position seems 
imply that the mentally ill patient responsible for 
his behavior rather than being passive participant 
ego-alien disease process, Ausubel contends that 
most mentally ill patients should considered 
victims disease process and accorded the same 
exemption from ethical considerations enjoyed 
people with any illness. While both positions seem 
well argued, appears that the authors have 
neglected possible alternative the two extremes 
responsibility versus responsibility the so-called 
mental illness (or any other illness, for that matter). 

should like suggest that different points 
the longitudinal process call mental illness, patients’ 
responsibility for their behavior will vary. For example, 
during the acute phase the illness when the patient 
manifests symptoms suggestive disordered physi- 
ology, e.g., confusion, disorientation, 
may considered engaging behavior which 
follows physiological rather than psychosocial laws and 
these times, may well not responsible for 
his behavior (as usually conceptualize responsi- 
bility). However, during the preacute phase his 
illness, may considered responsible for the 
fact that his character structure inadequate handle 
the stresses life, inadequacy which predisposes 
him sustained anxiety with the attendant possibility 
disordered physiology. Similarly, can hold the 
postacute individual responsible for not extracting 
secondary gains from his psychotic episode. 

What suggesting that mental illness can 
viewed much view psychosomatic process: with 
the psychosocial inadequacies which predispose the 
individual anxiety, and the secondary gain the 
illness, being the problems social science; while the 
somatic manifestations the process, which seem 
follow physiological rather than psychosocial laws, 
the province medicine. analogy might use 
discussing responsibility mental illness peptic 
ulcer. During the preulcer phase when anxiety the 
dominant symptom, can and should hold the indi- 
vidual responsible for learning more effective methods 
for meeting the stresses life than now employs. 
Similarly, during the postulcer phase, can and should 
hold the individual responsible for not utilizing his 
ulcer for secondary gain. However, during the ulcer 
phase when the gastric hyperacidity actually erodes the 


gastric mucosa, the ulcer per follows physiological 
laws more closely than does psychosocial laws, 
analytic interpretations the symbolic aspect ulcer 
lesions notwithstanding. one would argue against 
teaching the child who touches hot stoves how 
become responsible for recognizing and dealing with 
heated objects even while treating the burns which 
result from heat. Perhaps this alternate view patient 
responsibility during any pathological process will also 
help the helping professions clarify their responsi- 
bilities the treatment the “sick” individual.

have therapeutic effects (p. 73-74). 


Thus, the implication that since medical intervention 
may affect the psychological behavior, the latter falls 
within the realm disease process. 

way analogy, let consider the case 
child with arithmetical learning disability. 
unlikely that any reasonable individual would regard 
this sample psychologically deviant behavior 
indication disease nor would very many recommend 
medical intervention. Yet obvious that “in- 
advertent impairment the neural substrate” could 
contribute some cases arithmetical learning dis- 
ability, and always conceivable, course, that 
direct manipulation the substrate some cases may 
have some ameliorative effect. Using Ausubel’s argu- 
ment, however, all arithmetical learning disabilities 
could construed disease processes for which 
physical treatment methods are justified. 

The obvious point made that the facts that 
all behavior mediated through neurol structures and 
physiological processes and that impairment these 
may result disturbed behavior way support the 
proposition that the use medical measures treating 
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behavior disorders justified. Medical interventions 
for psychological disturbances seem warranted 
only when can demonstrated that, first, such 
procedures are directed toward the alleviation certain 
underlying physical anomalies, and second, that the 
disturbances can best treated means such 
interventions. Moreover, the fact that physical 
psychological interventions can affect behavior 
way bears the question whether the condition 
represents disease process not.

Comment “Anxiety and Behavior 
Scientists’ Behavior” 


Levy’s amusing and satirical article “Anxiety and 
Behavior Scientists’ Behavior” (Amer. Psychologist, 
1961, 16, 66-68) deserves comment. Levy attempts 
demonstrate relationship bewteen the publication 
two instruments for the measurement anxiety 
(Taylor’s Manifest Anxiety scale, MA, and the Chil- 
dren’s Form the Manifest Anxiety scale, CMA) and 
subsequent rise published research dealing with 
anxiety. However, casual glance Levy’s graph 
showing year-by-year changes the percentage 
papers listed under “anxiety” Psychological Abstracts 
reveals that the trend toward greater interest anxiety 
precedes the publication Taylor’s original paper 
1951. addition perusual the biochemical 
pharmacological literature shows this same increasing 
trend toward anxiety focus interest anteceding 
the MA. 

Levy’s second graph, showing the percentage 
papers listed under “anxiety” and “fears” Child De- 
velopment Abstracts, even more misleading. This 
graph shows large increment the percentage 
papers relating anxiety from 1956 (the year the 
CMA was published Castaneda al.) How- 
ever, more careful study Child Development Ab- 
stracts reveals that the papers listed under 
“anxiety” 1957 the original paper Castaneda 
al. describing the CMA and that more the 
were written the same group authors exploring 
various facets their instrument. These can hardly 
considered the count since new authors are 
involved. addition, the remaining papers 
(written other authors) listed the 1957 Child 
Development Abstracts, were actually published 
1956, the same year the CMA appeared. Considering 
that the authors these papers would have had read 
the Castaneda’s paper, design and execute their own 
research, analyze the data collected and publish their 
report all within months, unlikely that the 
Castaneda study responsible for these other reports. 


more reasonable procedure for determining the pos- 
sible influence the CMA the publication anxiety 
studies children would consider the number 
papers the year actually published. analysis 
Child Development Abstracts this way reveals 
that papers listed the abstracts under “anxiety” 
and “fears” were written 1956 (the year the CMA 
was published) and only 1957. other words, 
the publication the CMA was followed decrease 
rather than increase papers relating anxiety 
and fears children. 

course common for the development 
new instrument technique stimulate research 
along particular line. Around 1680 Leeuwenhoek de- 
veloped microscope which made microorganisms and 
red blood cells visible. did occur others look 
through and report what they saw and, time, 
important discoveries zelating the nature life, the 
causes disease, etc. resulted. This is, fact, the 
usual order events physics, chemistry, and other 
sciences. should not alarmed the development 
these two anxiety measures has indeed stimulated 
interest the problem anxiety and would seem 
reasonable hypothesize that they have some 
extent.

The Social Architect 


Every once while, these days, references appear 
official psychological literature kind profes- 
sional activity which psychologists may particu- 
larly well suited, but which, seemingly, they have 
been indifferent. 

recent report the APA Hoc Committee 
the role the APA Mental Health Programs and 
Research (Amer. Psychologist, 1959, 14, 820-825) 
carries the assertion that “The most recently recognized 
task mental health bring about individual well 
being modifying communities and larger units 
society” (p. 821). One might infer that applied psy- 
chologists can make significant professional-scientific 
contribution interesting themselves not only 
psychotherapeutic efforts relation “disturbed” 
persons, either individually assembled groups, but 
also the larger—and possibly even more fundamental 
—area extending helping services established 
community groups. 

Still more recently, Lowell Kelly (Division 
Newsletter, 1961, 14) has discussed most provocatively 
the “image” (and, least, sad future) 
clinical psychology. the course his presentation 
has advanced his personal view that clinical psy- 
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chology, order realize its unique professional poten- 
tial, might well adopt the Architect rather than the 
Physician its model. Psychological “Consultants 
Living,” addition their efforts relation 
psychopathology, would make themselves available 
“to assist normal people lead more fulsome lives” 
(p. 10). 

While Kelly’s general remarks suggest 
Consultants Living would find their prospective 
clients among individuals and possible family groups, 
see his position quite compatible with the position 
taken the hoc committee conceive the 
“Social Architect” role including the possibility 
assisting people lead more satisfying lives through 
their spontaneous association with other people, that is, 
the context their natural groupings ordinary 
community life. 

While personally believe that the Consultant 
Living role calls for broader perspectives than are 
usually encompassed the single discipline psy- 
chology—and certainly broader perspectives than are 
emphasized the present training clinical psycholo- 
gists—I unreservedly with Kelly his ideal. 
take this position not only out theoretical interest 
but also the basis some years experience 
Human Relations Consultant multidisciplinary 
social science resource group—including, incidentally, 
“physical” architecture related specialty. The 
experience has included, addition personal counsel- 
ing with troubled people, consultation organization, 
communication, and other interpersonal and personal 
relationship problems variety natural group 
contexts. These groups have ranged from the family 
unit, through social-recreational-service clubs and for- 
mally organized semi- and fully commercial enterprises, 
neigh>orhood-community. The services have been 
performed for the most part with essentially normal 
people, with the objective “enabling” them better 
achieve their personal organizational goals. 

Kelly offered his suggestion the Architect image 
for clinical psychology expression minority 
view, and guess that his appraisal correct. 
However, suspect that there may among psycholo- 
gists generally, and even among clinicians, appreci- 
able number whom this concept—with its implied 
direction evolution—is appealing. think worth- 
while find out.

“Psychotherapy’s 


After reading Astin’s recent article (Amer. Psy- 
chologist, 1961, 16, was left with the vague 
suspicion that had martialed good deal scholarly 
evidence prove point that needs proof. Psycho- 
therapy (and should quotes) autonomous and 
serious students are giving good deal thought, 
time, and energy consideration its functional 
properties. Certainly many the “practitioners” are 
Astin over the uncertainties involved, 
but fortunately, unlike Astin they have not washed 
their hands the “bothersome business” outcome 
process. 

The first issue that needs attention his opening 
sentence. Unfortunately, here gives reference 
indicate how long have been about the business 
attempting formulate rigorously any test hypotheses 
about the therapy relationship within that situation 
itself and the laboratory well. its present 
form all began little over half century ago and 
even now there still much room for new ideas 
what essentially one our oldest problems, i.e., man’s 
often unhappy relation with his fellow man. 
reference the problem itself, Astin may check with 
some Biblical writings (date first publication 
uncertain). 

The second and final point wish make that 
unnecessary answer Astin’s article point 
point. Personally, think would more fruitful 
look the term “psychotherapy” and see what 
way may not have attended what perhaps the 
most important part the problem raises. That is, 
what does mean condemn “psychotherapy” when 
there are many meanings attached it, all applied 
think men general good will who intend 
“provide service troubled people.” 

layman does not need look far know that 
there are innumerable forms “psychotherapy,” most 
which assume are written about their innovators 
the belief that their particular form therapy has 
helped someone. The questions replicability and 
outcome raised Astin are not unseemly they 
are untimely. One wonders what private criteria 
Astin himself has chosen this point time for despair- 
ingly contemplating the continued and what feels 
the unwarranted liveliness interest “psycho- 
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therapy” its practitioners. personally feel that 
there room for even more theories and techniques 
“psychotherapy” all which will hopefully 
nourished naturalistic clinical observations liberal 
clinical settings after which time they shall put 
closer test the researchers “within us.” 

The question implied Astin’s last parenthetical 
sentence partially answered, feel, the beginning 
his article, therapists are trying “to provide 
service troubled people.” What particular 
interest, course, what kind service? shudder, 
perhaps Astin does, but for different reasons, when 
read therapy serving personality research 
laboratory. the latter our main interest then 
would better not call the process technique 
“psychotherapy” and addition make certain that our 
subjects are appropriately rewarded, etc. 

this point would like say something how 
“psychotherapy” serves the patient practiced 
the writer. Primarily, conceive the therapeutic 
interaction one which the patient afforded the 
opportunity relationship with another person who 
has other interest the patient than with 
him and discuss what interest him that 
particular moment time. can seen from this 
that among other things, therapy here not conceived 
situation which the therapist has over- 
riding interest giving the patient “insight” about 
himself “understanding” how got the 
way today, etc. Rather felt that relation- 
ship based helping the patient recognize his own 
wishes and interests and helping him more realisti- 
cally assume the responsibility for them will most 
therapeutic. One thing more, among many others, that 
can said describe this kind therapy that 
attempts help the patient recognize the many implied 
and only partially disguised inconsistencies 
behavior commenting him about his own charac- 
terological ways speaking and acting that are un- 
genuine and conflicted. This done the therapist’s 
increased sensitivity those aspects behavior 
patient that relate not content behavior but 
style. 

reasons for outlining some the premises 
therapy conduct are illustrate, only briefly, 
how this form “psychotherapy” quite different 
from other forms such supportive uncovering 
re-educative techniques “psychotherapy.” dis- 
this point time with psychotherapy 
general and its apparent imperviousness scientific 
questioning miss the real profundity and variety 
relationships that can exist between two people (or 
several people). That the effect that such relationship 


can have least one the two difficult meas- 


ure (both during and after its occurrence time) 


should obvious psychologists. own bias leads 
think that the most fruitful endeavor this 
time for psychologists interested psychotherapy 
stand (excuse this metaphor) both ends the 
barrel the kind “psychotherapeutic” experience 
their hunches and good sense lead them think 
worthy their investment time and energy. After 
such experience think will able formulate 
hypotheses and reject empirical grounds those forms 
therapy that are not functionally viable. take 
stand this kind means that judgment about what 
the best form(s) therapy will have sus- 
pended one insists using the more classical re- 
search techniques for verifying psychotherapeutic hy- 
potheses. For the while the practitioner does have 
rely his own subjective and singular experience 
the degree validity contained the psychothera- 
peutic technique his choice. “psychotherapy” 
seems functionally autonomous may due the 
fact that man and psychologist alike have learned, 
fitfully and partially, the course least several 
millenia, that discourse between two people can 
somehow beneficial both least one their 
effort achieving greater maturity and autonomy.

recent Handbook Research Methods Child 
Development (Mussen, 1960) subsection “Ethical 
Problems Research” (p. 28) disposes the problem 
eliciting preschool children’s cooperation research 
projects with the following statement: “With pre- 
school children the request play some games with 
the experimenter probably good can done.”

Since this handbook “addressed present and 
potential investigators—as basic reference and 
guide” let consider what happens when one them 
approaches preschool child with only this games 
cliché guide him. Immediately the experimenter will 
struck the fact that the preschool child not 
waiting around for invitation “play games” with 
deeply absorbed project his own devising. With

fireman’s hat his head, wagon tied his tri- 
cycle, and length hose tucked his belt 
speeding four-alarm blaze with accompanying 
firemen and accompanying sound effects. the experi- 
menter does not move out the way may 
casualty. 

Clearly the outcome invitation “play games” 
depends what the invited child doing the 

Looking around him vigorous excavation projects, 
cooking operations, and ambulance activities full 
swing the experimenter may begin wonder what 
chance invitation play games has 
against the vivid child-to-child and teacher-to-child in- 
vitations engage interesting activities developing 
before the invited children’s eyes. Though, recalling 
his basic reference “in the case younger children 
may quite impossible make the child understand 
the purpose the experimenter” our experimenter de- 
cides take chance. 
3-year-old that the success invitation play 
games depends how attractive the proposed game 
sounds the invited. 

Polishing his sales pitch include some account 
what activities his game involves the experimenter hope- 
fully approaches unoccupied girl. She years 
age, urban child whose mother has warned her never 
off with people she does not know. Even without 
this advice she shares with most children age 
conservative suspicion the unfamiliar. soon 
clear the experimenter that going get no- 
where with this girl without introduction. His basic 
reference with the statements “children are half human 
half animal” and “in terms traditional research op- 
somewhere between animals and serves 
warning that child’s willingness play games with 
adult depends part how well the child knows 
the adult, and how favorably. 

Not all girls say no, despite their mother’s advice 
possible that the experimenter will eventually 
get little girl’s hand his—but not for long. When 
becomes clear the child that the games are 
played some place unknown her fairly safe 
bet that she will balk before leaving the familiar 
nursery surroundings. play games 
are, the experimenter can now see, more likely 
accepted when the games are played familiar place 
with some the same inviting quality the preschool. 

This, however, not all the experimenter has 
learn. has yet approach 4-year-old games vet- 
erans who meet his invitation with calculating: “What 
learning game merely get handful trinkets they 
are not had for the asking but may consider 
bargaining their own terms. Clearly children’s past 
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experiences with playing games affects their response 
gamesy experimenter. 

this point, when the experimenter may well feel 
has had games playing, meets child who feels the 
same way. The child refuses his invitation politely 
and firmly explains that has played games today, 
yesterday, whenever, and that intends play 
right where is. After all poor preschool 
which experimenter’s games are, general, more inter- 
esting than the activities the preschool. 

With this final rebuff our experimenter might sum 
his conclusions much follows: preschool child’s 
response experimenter’s request play some 
games depends what the child doing when the 
request how well and favorably knows 
the experimenter, how attractive the games appear 
him, his familiarity with and feeling about the 
games room, his past experience with games, and 
the number times has recently been asked 
forego his own activities cooperate those the 
experimenter. 

But this what rebuffed experimenter concludes? 
were, some hint his conclusions would surely 
appear the basic reference. 

What more likely that during his unsuccessful 
encounters with preschool children the experimenter 
notes the relative ease with which the nursery school 
teacher interacts with the children and decides bypass 
his difficulties having her withdraw the children for 
him. What happens then? 

Does cajole coerce the teacher into supplying 
him, against her better judgment, with steady stream 
children regardless what activities have 
interrupted and what does learn and what 
does lose the way experience and understanding 
and what the effect the children, the teacher, and 
the function the nursery school? 

Since these inquiries are more likely embarrass 
than enlighten, let consider instead what could 
done make games players more perceptive and games 
playing more productive. The need for such considera- 
tion implicit the preface the Handbook Re- 
search Methods Child Psychology. There, the Editor 
notes wistfully: “Research this field since the mid- 
twenties has not generally improved quality 
increased quantity much research many other 
scientific disciplines.” another section the hand- 
book, contributing author enjoins: “We must under- 
stand [children] somewhat even conduct re- 
search with them.” clue given though how 

Though there indeed sure formula for under- 
standing children—even somewhat—there something 
that can done increase the probabilities that 
potential experimenter will develop some understanding 
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preschool children’s behavior before conducts 
research with them. 
Preparatory Course Participant Ex- 


tion itself. Since gives the teacher informal 
opportunity introduce the experimenter able 
tell the children about his game and show them some

perimenting with preschool children calls for skill 
interacting with them well some understanding 
them. Since experimenter’s future observations 
children’s behavior will generally take place under 
circumstances which participator systematic 
training observing while participating can help him 
become more sensitive the various elements 
behavior episode—the behavior setting and the partici- 
pant actions well those the child. 

What makes preschool admirably suited this 
purpose that the children, great extent, create 
the behavior settings which have meaning for them— 
something quite different from experimenter creating 
behavior settings that have meaning for him. the 
children who decide that wagon load dirt 
poison consignment for putting flies that 
box and pole are fire service station, 
calling for and accessories appropriate such 
setting. 

the experimenter moves unobtrusively and help- 
fully among them, accepted collaborator and 
“teacher,” cannot help learning something about 
children’s behavior. compares his perception and 
recall episode with that companion observer 
behind screen with televised film the episode’s 
action, can sharpen his perception and recall. The 
value such participant observation shines through 
the writings Susan Isaacs and Jean Piaget. Though 
participant observation will not itself produce 
Isaacs Piaget, without participant observation, 
nothing else will. 

fringe benefit this experience the ideas the 
experimenter will get for his own games. simple 
illustration from own experience: Incidental ob- 
servation the ways and 4-year-olds used the 
cylindrical and rectangular building blocks different 
sizes, suggested their possibilities family representa- 
tion. This led game that furnished record 
the order which family members were built (by each 
child), their relative heights and block complexity, 
their cylindrical rectangular character, and their 
positions relative each other. The children enjoyed 
this game, and publication preparation will 
reveal, helped throw some light their concepts 
family status. 

Preparatory Period Any Preschool from Which 
Children Are Withdrawn. Given experience 
participant observation, potential experimenter can 
appreciate the need for spending preparatory day 
two any preschool group from which hopes 
withdraw children. Time spent getting acquainted 
not only saves time the withdrawal process, favors 
freer response from the children the games situa- 


the games materials and the place where the game 
will played. Again illustrating from own experi- 
ence: Last year research project New 
spent part get-acquainted period sitting the 
fringes 4-year-old music group. After song and 
some drum beating about Indians, the teacher looked 
and smiled direction. “We have visitor from 
Indian country,” she said. she can tell 
about the Indians she knows.” Thanks, part, 
summer Taos, from then was “in.” arrived 
each morning greeting “me first” “my turn 
next.” each child finished his turn, passed the 
word the next line. helps something for 
children before asking them something for you. 

Consideration for Characteristics the Games 
Room. Other factors that affect the outcome games 
playing are perhaps not much under the individual 
experimenter’s control. One these the character 
the games room and the children’s association with 
it. Again illustrating from own experience: 
children’s play center, from which decided not 
withdraw children, the only room available for games 
was one used for giving inoculations. Since many 
centers, where preschool children gather, have ade- 
quate games room facilities, trailer mobile unit, 
attractively equipped for such purpose, worth 
considering. 

Freedom from unpleasant association is, however, not 
the only prerequisite for games room. Many now 
use and designed for this purpose, have the stark 
compelling character line-up room police head- 
quarters. games room should least attractive 
children the preschool from which they are 
withdrawn. 

Pretesting and Scheduling Games Consultation 
with the Preschool Since one poorly conceived 
experiment conducted graduate student faculty 
member who inept interacting with children, can 
produce protesting resistance games for weeks, the 
length time game requires, its appeal lack 
appeal for the children, and the materials and directions 
involves, all deserve careful consideration. Talking 
these over with preschool teacher who has years 
experience working with young children can 
conserve the time, effort, and good will all concerned. 

Since parents pay preschool fees for their children’s 
education, not for their cooperation experiments, 
careful scheduling games playing necessary 
consultation with the preschool staff advance 
each semester. desire use the children 
should balanced against the children’s desire use 
the preschool facilities. Only this way can with- 
drawal demands kept within the children’s tolerance. 


Preparation for playing games thus involves little 
more than acquiring stereotyped request. potential 
experimenter can helped preparatory training 
acquainted period any preschool from which children 
are withdrawn, having available inviting 
games room, and pretesting and scheduling games 
cooperation with preschool staff members.

The necessity cross-validating the results 
item analysis has been cogently and humorously demon- 
strated Cureton (Educ. psychol. Measmt., 1950, 10, 
using more predictor items than subjects 
and computing his validity coefficient the original 
group, Cureton obtained validity coefficient .82, 
although his test-retest reliability was only —.06. The 
criterion was the grade point average students, 
and the predictor items were numbered tags which 
were thrown randomly the table for each subject. 

The writer undertook experiment which was de- 
signed equally illustrative the importance 
cross-validation, but which used somewhat different 
design. The “test” this case consisted checklist 
adjectives describing personality and items 
relating personal characteristics, habits, and prefer- 
ences. The subjects were students introduc- 
tory psychology course Cornell 
nine subjects’ tests were chosen random from this 
group for preliminary analysis, and the remaining 
were put aside the cross-validation group. The 
answers the group items were examined 
find item which split the group nearly half. 
The “number letters last name” was chosen the 
criterion solely this basis, leaving total 102 
predictor items. The criterion was dichotomized be- 
tween six less, and seven more letters. 

Tetrachoric correlations were computed between each 
item and the criterion for the group 29. Discrimi- 
nant weights were arbitrarily assigned each item that

Those subjects with long (seven more letters) 
last names tended charming, impatient, 
stimulating, gay, happy-go-lucky, and impulsive than 
those with short (six fewer letters) last names.

passed Psychology Certification Act. This act 

permitted anyone the state who asserted was 
rendering psychological services continue render 
such services provided registered with the Psychology 
Examining Committee, seven-person committee ap- 
pointed the Governor administer the act. This 
committee functions within, but virtually independent 
of, the State Board Medical Examiners. 

educational, training, experience standards 
were required for registering with the committee. The 
intent the law was permit any person who was 
earning livelihood practicing whatever was 
might have been practicing under the heading psy- 
chology, continue his practice until October 1965. 
that time (1965), order continue hold 
themselves out psychologists, these persons must 
meet the standards for certification. 

distinguish between these “registered persons” 
who satisfy minimum educational and experience 
standards, and persons with some training and qualify- 
ing professional experience, the act established another 
title, namely, “certified psychologist.” (As No- 
vember 1960, there were 702 persons who registered 
psychologists under this act but who were not 
certified 

This act defines psychologist and psychological 
services follows: 


Nothing contained this section shall any way 
restrict any person from carrying any the aforesaid 
activities; provided, that such person does not represent 
himself psychologist specified Section 2903 unless 
certified under this chapter. 


From September 11, 1957 September 11, 1959, 
application for grandfathering certified psychologist 
was permitted under the act. The essential require- 
ments for certification under grandfather provisions 
were either: (a) doctoral degree psychology 
educational psychology some equivalent, plus years 
professional experience type considered qualify- 
ing the Psychology Examining Committee; (b) 
master’s degree psychology educational psychology 
equivalent; (c) any bachelor’s degree, plus years 
qualifying professional experience; (d) valid school 
psychologist’s credential; civil service status 
psychologist attained via passing examination. 

Now that the provision the so-called “grandfather 
clause” has been closed, who have been certified 
psychologists California? Table are the tabu- 
lated statistics for the 2,424 persons who qualified for 
certification without examination.

The supervisor the applicant must have ac- 
quired prior the period supervision doctoral 
degree psychology educational psychology the 
equivalent. 

The supervisor must have had prior the 
period supervision years professional experience 
type deemed qualifying the committee. state- 
ment from the supervisor outlining such experience 
shall required. 

The teaching psychology may count for one- 
half the one year experience providing that such 
teaching shall have been courses the same 
similar field psychology the experience. 

The supervised experience may have occurred 
either before subsequent the completion the 
doctorate. occurred prior the doctorate, the 
applicant must have completed full academic years 
graduate training psychology not less than 
semester units before any the supervised experi- 
ence counted. 

The experience may have taken place any 
doctoral level training program presently hereafter 
approved the American Psychological Association 
for specialty training applied psychology. 

Independent private practice the applicant 
alone shall not considered adequate setting 
for the acquisition year suitable supervised 
experience. 


Since September 11, 1959, has been necessary for 
all applicants for certification pass written and 
oral examination. Eligibility take this examina- 
tion demands that person hold doctoral degree 
psychology educational psychology and that 
shall have engaged for least one year suitable 
supervised professional experience determined the 
committee. 

Current requirements doctoral degree psy- 
chology educational psychology equivalent plus 
year qualifying experience order take the 
certification examination, have shifted the main problem 
from the evaluation credentials the development 
appropriate examination. The first certification 
examination California was given June 1960, and 
the second October 1960. The philosophy guiding 
construction the written examinations has been 
avoid duplicating university doctoral examinations 
psychology and measure instead the ability 
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integrate and apply basic knowledge and ethical sensi- 
tivity case problems clinical, counseling, industrial, 
social, educational, engineering, and experimental psy- 
chology. Approximately two-thirds the weight has 
been given essay case questions and one-third 
objective-type questions such sentence completion. 
The objective-type questions deal with basic knowledge 
perception, motivation, learning, thinking, etc. 

the time this writing—November 1960—two 
written and oral certification examinations have been 
given, the first candidates and the second 15. 
these, have passed and have failed. The

1960-61

Visiting Scientist Program supported the 

National Science Foundation. Nearly 130 psy- 
chologists packed their bags, and set out visit colleges 
talk about psychology. They put aside research, 
teaching, and administrative activities and took the 
road. This program arranged the Board Sci- 
entific Affairs and the Education and Training Board, 
both which are concerned with the improvement 
teaching psychology the colleges and with the 
importance psychology science. 

The program has the following major objectives: 
stimulate interest psychology the collegiate level, 
provide opportunity college staff members and 
major students smaller institutions consult with 
and advised leaders psychological science, 
stimulate students consider careers psychology and 
the teaching psychology, and introduce psy- 
chology smaller institutions where psychology not 
now taught. 

clear that number psychologists indi- 
viduals engage lecture tours, and some these 
objectives are accomplished part. general, how- 
ever, such lecture trips occur when there both 
interest psychology and financial support. Under 
the NSF program was possible for outstanding psy- 
chologists, representing the range interest and 
application our science, visit colleges which might 
not otherwise able afford such program from 
their own resources. 

Geographical controls were used both for financial 
and convenience reasons. For the first year con- 
centrated the smaller colleges more than 500 
students, awarding only the bachelor’s degree, who have 
who are planning courses major sequences 
psychology. Some institutions, for example, might 
provide psychology courses without psychologist 
staff member, others might have one- two-man 
staffs, and might considering expansion. did 
not provide visitors for the teacher training institu- 
tions for the technical schools. 

Over 548 such bachelor degree granting institutions 
were sent invitation addition description

received, and visitors were assigned geographical 
basis, matching free times and specialty preferences 
far possible. 

The visiting scientist made himself available the 
institution variety ways, depending the needs 
the institution. The visitor engaged general public 
lectures, class lectures, seminars, informal discus- 
sions. The visiting scientist was also available for 
student conferences and for faculty and administrative 
advice aspects scientific psychology 
teaching. 

Procedural details were developed consultation 
with officers other scientific organizations with longer 
experience similar programs. The plan opera- 
tions involved two simultaneous activities: securing 
lecturers, and inviting colleges participate the 
program. The first step was select sizable number 
universities and research centers the sources 
prospective visitors. letter was written the 
department chairman the director describing the 
program and requesting nominations. These nomina- 
tions were followed invitations the individual. 
proposed the program NSF the assump- 
tion that our colleagues would willing visit these 
colleges; interact with students and faculty and staff; 
and contribute their skill, time, and energy these 
colleges. were quite correct this assumption. 
Almost 200 psychologists volunteered. order 
minimize the demand, visitor was sent more 
than one college. The names the colleges and the 
visitors are listed Table 

Reports from the colleges, written after the departure 
the visiting scientist, were quite uniformly favorable 
and many were enthusiastic. The colleges appeared 
genuinely impressed the willingness these 
scientists visit them and carry out variety 
tasks. kinds questions were answered and 
follow-up aid was provided. There was some concern 
the beginning the program whether these 
psychologists, some whom were far removed from 
undergraduate teaching, would “fit in.” The colleagues 
need not have worried: the visitors fitted very 
well indeed. 

The visitors also wrote reports. Some reports were 
brilliantly composed, incisive documents describing the 
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situation given institution. Other reports described 
needs personnel, space, libraries, and equipment. 
Some visitors were impressed with the responsiveness 
students and faculty. Other visitors were depressed 
the relatively heavy teaching loads, the lack 
research funds, and the problems related recruitment 
and retention staff members. The perceived role 
psychology the family sciences appeared 
problem overcome some institutions. Com- 
ments were made constructive fashion the 
scarcity modern equipment, the lack books and 
periodicals, and the need for revision and development 
the undergraduate curriculum, usually the intro- 
ductory course. These comments were usually accom- 
panied excellent suggestions for improvements made 
the institutions.

facing the colleges. The visiting scientists were pleased 
with the responses many students, who were eager 
talk about psychology, graduate study, and jobs. 
The visitors became acquainted with college teachers 
who were doing excellent job teaching and who 
were aware recent developments. The 
the problem staffing the colleges one which 
must faced directly, but this not the place 
consider the problem. The problems related research 
development the colleges may met further 
dissemination information presently available 
support programs, and institute-type programs for 
college psychology teachers, where down-to-earth de- 
tailed plans for course content and techniques could 
shared.

The efforts our colleagues 
are certainly for good purpose. only few 
first rate scientists are attracted psychology, 
larger number citziens know what scientist 
psychology looks like, talks like, and even thinks like, 
the result worth the effort. 

The APA Visiting Scientist Program would not have 
been possible without the generous support NSF.

Another psychologist received the Army’s Dis- 
tinguished Civilian Service Medal August, when 
the Secretary the Army made the presentation 
Meredith Crawford, Director the Human 
Resources Research Office (HumRRO) George 
Washington University. Elvis Stahr, Jr., Secre- 
tary the Army, ceremonies his office the 
Pentagon, decorated Crawford the tenth anni- 
versary the HumRRO organization. Crawford 
has been Director since HumRRO’s inception. 

The medal awarded for “outstanding contri- 
butions the United States Army”; the citation 
said: 


Dr. Crawford has been responsible for the conduct 
significant studies the fields training, motivation, 
leadership, and man-weapons system analysis, and has con- 
sistently made possible for the Army utilize the latest 
information available the frontiers psychological and 
educational knowledge. His professional attainments 
researcher and educator, his administrative ability, and his 
dedication the objectives the United States Army have 
combined make Dr. Crawford’s achievements during the 
past decade clearly exceptional, reflecting credit upon both 
the military service and the scientific community.

From Genghiz 

Noted here belatedly, but still worth reading are 
various statements Erich Fromm and Sidney 
Hook, which ran The New Leader. arti- 
cle called “The Couch and the Bomb” (NL, April 
24) Hook criticized the Committee for Sane Nu- 
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clear Policy, and specifically Fromm, for adver- 
tisement written Fromm about “paranoid versus 
sane thinking” nuclear war and disarmament. 
Fromm replied Hook, and Hook replied the 
reply The New Leader May 29. Here 
sample from Hook: 


Should fear the danger nuclear holocaust? 
course should. have never believed that men could 
survive dangerous world without fear. But there 
profound difference between healthy, intelligent fear and 
hysterical fear. One difference with respect the present 
issue this: Intelligent fear aware that not only 
there danger nuclear holocaust, there also great 
danger Communist takeover and destruction free 
society. Intelligent fear should impel use 
all the arts creative intelligence avoid the narrow 
alternative surrender Communism nuclear war, 
which the pacifist programs Fromm and his friends 
tend limit us. 

Intelligent fear, distinct from hysterical fear, does not 
equate the practical certainty that Communism will take 
over the world the free nations disarm unilaterally with 
the far lower probability that nuclear war will break out 
chance Soviet design, and with the still lower proba- 
bility that nuclear war does break out, this must 
sarily mean the end all civilization. 


And here sample from Fromm: 


neither the chance nuclear war nor the degree 
destruction deniable, what that Hook calls hysterical 
the warning nuclear holocaust? 

should hate think that Hook shares the views 
Kahn, who says his book, Thermonuclear War: “In 
other words, war horrible. There question about 
it. But peace. And proper, with the kind 
calculations are making today, compare the horror 
war and the horror peace and see how much worse 
And explaining this statement newspaperman, 
Kahn said: meant that the quality life after ther- 
monuclear attack would not much different than before. 
And who the hell happy and normal right now? 
just about the same after war—and still 
economically useful” (San Francisco Chronicle, March 27, 
1961). 

concern with the horror wholesale destruction 
even the minimal figure one-third our own and 
the Russian populations, plus hundreds millions neu- 
trals (depending which way the wind blows), called 
hysterical, then afraid Hook calls hysterical that which 
sober judgment should called normal and not yet 
dehumanized attitude: respect for life and horror 
mass slaughter. 

Hook must aware that practically all visitors 
the Soviet Union agree one point: The people over there 
share one fear, that war. must aware that 
Premier Khruschchev his speeches (in contrast the 
Chinese Communists) has again and again emphasized that 
nuclear war would catastrophic for all concerned.

Psycho-Congressional Abstracts 


Washington funny place: big yet small, dis- 
tant but close, rat-raceish and still placid. Any- 
thing can happen, and does. This afternoon 
had the sudden pleasant duty representing APA 
the Pentagon ceremony where Meredith 
Crawford, member the APA Board Directors, 
was awarded the Distinguished Civilian Service 
Medal the Secretary the Army himself. 
the way back passed the caravan Chen Cheng, 
who had just alighted pay his respects the 
Lincoln Memorial. the lobby APA, when 
arrived, was man waiting with personal problem 
hoped someone somewhere could help him solve. 

There something cosmopolitan here and some- 
thing home town too. maybe this how one 
needs feel, the better adjust what might 
otherwise seem the mammothness all. For 
into the APA Central Office come what feel like, 
and probably are, tons material from legions 
sources. There is, sure, family mail: reports 
boards and committees; newsletters divisions 
and state associations; letters from dues-paying 
members; and inquiries (sometimes complaints) 
from students, jurists, priests, laymen, people with 
problems, and people with ideas. But there are, 
too, booklets, brochures, pamphlets, fliers, and 
class mail from government agencies, foundations, 
universities, professional associations, research 
groups, lay organizations, the mass media, courts, 
hospitals, schools, and whoever else has mail 
mail. 

are right now smitten with this postal pleni- 
tude and the quintessence Washington through 
the arrival Cumulative Issue Number the 
Digest Public General Bills. our scale 
weighs pounds, ounces concretely, while sym- 
bolically representing the efforts the First Ses- 
sion the eighty-seventh Congress date. Leav- 
ing aside the joint resolutions, concurrent resolu- 
tions, and just plain resolutions, abstracts for 
those interested (as our own for us) 
1,961 bills introduced the Senate thus far 
1961 (we leave the statisticians figure the proba- 
bility the uncanny coincidence) and 7,332 the 
House Representatives. 


The Capital big and feverish and awesome. 
And this labyrinthine bustle our own little place 
Sixteenth and could seem small and slow tem- 
poed and modest. could, unless one might ex- 
tract from all this legislative largesse some factor 
which could, lo, labeled “behavioral science 
whatever less cumbersome tag would indicate that 
much the legislators’ legislation has import for 
the behavioral scientists’ science. 

not all that hard find out, for with great 
minds traveling similar channels, the Library 
Congress’ Digest and APA’s Abstracts have vir- 
tually identical formats. Simple, then, search 
the topical index, both marvel the diversity 
what theirs and look for what, terms 
expertise, may ours. 

The concerns Congress are far-flung, indeed; 
few aspects life fail find expression one 
another bill. cannot but blink the range 
and contemporaneity the issues. joint resolu- 
tion the House designates the first day July 
each year Tom Sawyer Day, U.S.A.; House 
bill provides for the coinage $10 and gold 
pieces, permitting individuals within the United 
States own not more than each; the John 
Birch Society comes for its share attention. 
Indian affairs, inland navigation, Mexican 
labor, fish and fisheries, lynching, shipment trac- 
tors Cuba, registration foreign agents, in- 
creased ceilings for hospital beds, disease control, 
longshoremen’s compensation, Alan Shepard, Jr., 
floor control, Arab-Israeli peace, food additives, 
and the gamut other issues which brings the total 
the aforementioned figures. 

Pity the poor legislator session like this. 
Added the usual vicissitudes congressional life, 
recent issue Harper’s tell us, the bald sta- 
tistical reality that the 3,000 letters week 
which come the Senator from big state, 25% 
are “inspired” lobby mail, another 25% “fan” 
mail (blowing hot and cold), and the remaining 
50% “case” mail, among which “there will 
scattering letters from citizens expressing their 
own (rather than some lobbyist’s) views public 
Small wonder that the article titled 
“Don’t Write Your Congressman, Unless 
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But small wonder that the topical index the 
Digest Public General Bills contains clusters 
topics psychologists know fair amount about. 
scan the list, lot bills the legislators see 
congruent with the national welfare happen in- 
volve areas which psychologists are, say the 
least, work. Mental health, aging, rehabilitation, 
exceptional children—it almost though had 
foresightedly formed APA divisions around areas 
public need. Juvenile delinquency, alcoholism, nar- 
cotics addiction, accident prevention—problems 
that read like list projects for which psycholo- 
gists have obtained research funds. Bills the 
administration and conduct research interest the 
Congressmen; they psychologists too. Several 
bills are concerned with the humane treatment 
animals used experimentally—psychologists have 
Code Precautions Animal Experimentation 
show. bills deal with the establishment 
National Peace Agency—the APA Committee 
Psychology National and International Affairs 
work the problems increasing understand- 
ing and reducing tension the affairs men. 
House bill makes provision for training members 
the Peace Corps—APA member Nicholas Hobbs 
has been busy the corps’ Director Selection. 

The foregoing not meant apologia pro sua 
absentia from Capitol Hill where, contrast with 
some professional associations, APA has been less 
than conspicuous. meant rather show that 
the bridge between that Hill and our Hull neither 
long nor impassable. APA Executive Officer 
twice-removed presented the legislators with testi- 
mony mental health, the former Executive Officer 
offered testimony the identification and motiva- 
tion talented youth, the present Executive Officer 
has furnished testimony behalf the United 
States Office Education’s Cooperative Research 
Program. Meanwhile, public spirited and psycho- 
logically knowledgeable psychologists contribute 
their services the President’s Science Advisory 
Committee; the research panels fund granting 
agencies; and conferences national, state, and 
local origin. 

While the longer road lies yet ahead and psychol- 
ogy has much more share than has been shar- 
ing, the posture stance (as they say Wash- 
ington) and the set (as they say psychology) 
seem quite line with the three-cornered wisdom 
APA’s Policy and Planning Board which, its 
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1958 report the Board Directors and Council 
Representatives, enjoined: 


When agencies the federal government ask for our 
played today organized scientists; our association should 
less than its share. The American Psychological 
Association the voice psychology this country and 
should not mute. 

consistent. shall judged much our actions 
our words. Accordingly, important that the 
witness box careful, objective, circumstantial 
are our own laboratories. appeal emotion 
and prejudice, matter how worthy the objectives, has 
place our armamentarium. 

Finally, there difficult requirement that any person 
who speaks for the APA should careful reflect 
reasonable consensus the views the members the 
Association. some matters, almost anyone can speak 
with simple assurance because nearly all believe the 
same things. But other areas, are divided doubts 
and differences, and these cannot resolved majority 
vote; they must frankly stated. 


Neither the Lady nor Knowledge for 
Burning. Fry will pardon us, mean simply 
say that what known meant shared. 
Happily, state associations seem increasingly 
that persuasion. note, for example, that the 
Connecticut State Psychological Society has appar- 
ently convinced others its willingness do. 
response the request the warden the 
state prison, CSPS has appointed representative 
Advisory Committee Prerelease Training. 
For the Bureau Vocational Rehabilitation the 
society has provided committee establish cri- 
teria for the selection psychologists render 
consultative and psychotherapeutic services. The 
Department Education, its request, has been 
furnished advisory committee select psycholo- 
gists competent carry out the program testing 
retarded children, now mandatory for the establish- 
ment special classes schools throughout the 
state. 


Nor the World the Clinician’s Oyster. 
gives pause for thought that usually when 
reach for examples they turn out the ap- 
plied sort. Again, happily, are indebted the 
same Connecticut State Psychological Society for 
illustration that, this not the exception, neither 
the rule. their recent program meeting, 
CSPS members heard little about Rorschach, much 
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about Russia. symposium psychology other 
countries dealt with research the kibbutz 
Israel, the state psychology the British Com- 
monwealth, and impressions contemporary Jap- 
anese psychology. 

Nor does the calendar professional meetings 
contained the Newsletter the Rhode Island 
Psychological Association list only the APA con- 
vention and Mental Health Week. Equally promi- 
nent are the AAAS convention and the meeting 
the American Institute Biological Sciences, not 
mention the Inter-American Conference Re- 
habilitation held Rio Janeiro, the meeting 
the Royal Medico-Psychological Association Bel- 
fast, the Copenhagen International Congress 
Applied Psychology. 


For Clinicians Have Consciences Too. 
conveniently prove our point, the two most far- 
flung (and probably largest) colonies clinical 
psychologists reaffirm that psychology bigger than 
the sum its parts and the world bigger than psy- 
chology. The recent program meeting the New 
York Society Clinical Psychologists has the pris- 
tine purity Division homecoming: “Phylo- 
genetic Considerations Mental Health,” “Endo- 
crine-Behavioral Interactions the Reproductive 
Cycle,” “Inherited Factors Behavior,” “Biologi- 
cal Changes Capacity Handle Life Situations.” 

momentary concession cosmopolitanism 
this, for the most recent issue the NYSCP News-

East being East, the West has its own 
version the broader view. Writing the 
official organ the Los Angeles Society Clinical 
Psychologists, President David Grossman throws 
open the pages LASCP News those his flock 
who feel the lack publication outlets for their 
research activities. doing, delivers his 
own spiritual message 


Until recently, “research” was thought only along 
“experimental,” “objective,” and “statistical” lines. Many 
who went into the service branch Clinical Psy- 
chology were admonished that had forsaken our pri- 
mary function; namely, doing “research.” now clear 


that many forms research are not only open us, but 
desirable. refer such activities formulating and 
communicating testable hypotheses, identifying critical prob- 
lems, and using our knowledge and our clinical experience 
create new techniques and theories. This the “research 
attitude.” applies equally research and clinical work, 
the form maintaining self-searching orientation and 
healthy skepticism about what do. this attitude 
that cornerstone our professional uniqueness. The 
crises which now face our society, and our profession, 
demand that have the courage explore new ideas 
and communicate our thinking publicly.
